+, Charge of the ſaid Debt; and that one Mr. Symond Fowkes, did promiſe. Mr. Lenthall 

* - he would remove the ſaid Mortgage, and pay Mr. Bolter the 15000 /. and pay 

' © thall 4ool. per Ann. or proportionably, for Subſiſtance, till the ſame, 
for which Mr: Lenthall was to allow him 10001. and in order thereto'paid Mr. Len- 
thall ſeveral ſmall Summs, and took Notes under his Hand for the repayment of the 
ſame upon Demand ; and never removed the ſaid Mortgage 

That Mr. Fowkes, under Pretence, and in caſe of Mortality, prevailed with Mr. Len- 
thall to excecut ſome Deeds to him of his Eſtate and Office, without any Copy, or 
Counterpart thereof, which were agreed to be left in Truſt in one-Mr. Cara 
cels Hands : And Mr. Fowkes helping him to ſome ſmall Summs more, for bliſtance; 
prevailed with him to execute a Grant (together with the ſaid Edmund Boker Eſq; per. 
ſuant to a late A& of Parliament.) of the ſaid Office, to one Mr. Gimbert (now Marſhal) 

at 14001. per Ann. Rent, as Mr. Fowkes told Mr. Lenthafl, which fince proves to be but 
1000. per Am. Upon ſealing of which Mr. Fowkes promiſed to pay him 50ol. the 
next Day, but did. not. 

That Mr. Bokter hath been in poſſeſſion of the Eſtate i in Oxfordſhire, about five Years; 
which was uſually let for 700 þ. per 4un. And the Office as long, which was never 
let under 1400 0. per Ann. which Mr. Lenthall well hoped would have Sunk the Debt to 
12000 ). or leſs : But inſtead thereof Mr. Fowks, Erought Mr, Lenthall another Accomp, 
about May laft, of the Principal, Intreſt, and Charges of his and Mr. Pokeers, with 
Intereſt upon Intereſt, amounting to 1 9794 1, I8 5. 5 d. which the ey would have him 
indebted to them, without having Reſpect to the 300ol. which Mr. Boker agreed to aba 

And ſince that time, Mr. Lenthall is informed Mr. Boker and Mr. Fowkes have Trafff 
ferred, and Conveyed the Eſtate and Office, to the Right Honourable the Earle of. 
Radyor, the Debt being now ſwelled up to above 200001. as they compute, without . 
having regard te the yearly Rent Mr. G:mbert was obliged to pay for the ſaid Office. \,® 

That the Eſtate at Haſetey and Latchford \ 1s eſteemed to be worth upwards of 13000]. 
having a Houſe, &c. Built upon it which coſt 40001.” Sr. John Lenthall, his Grand- 
father ſold 1009 } per. Ann. Land of Inhertance, when he purchaſed the ſaid Office, 
tor which the ſaid William Lenthall hath been ſince bid, above 20000 ]. 

'So he hopes, if the Office be diſſolved, he ſhall have a Compenſation-eqaivalent, 

( there having been no Miſmanagement by him) being his Inheritance. 

Now, ſince the ſaid Debt upon it, is ſo unreaſonably .ſwell'd up, and the Eſtate 
and Office ſo undervalued and leſſened, and Mr. Lenthall having nothing to pay his © 
other Debts which he hath contracted, nor to ſubſfiſt on, but the' ſaid Eſtates and © 
Office, which is his Inheritance, he humbly beggs the Gonfrderation, Compaſſion, and ' Ws.
